QUALITY OF SILAGE 
FROM SUPER MANURE 


The practice of using a granular 
20% superphosphate in stables, both 
as a sanitary measure and. as ‘means 
for increasing the phosphorus content 
of manure, is gaining rapidly in pop- 
ularity and has won the approval of 
agricultural colleges and agricultural 
colleges and experiment stations. 


Some of the earlier users of stable 
phosphate expressed the opinion that 
its merits as an absorbent and deod- 
orant in stables more than offset the 
trifling cost of the material, while 
others found that, in addition tg its 
sanitary properties, the phosphate 
improved the auality of the manure, 
as measured by crop production, This 


is undoubtedly the chief advantage of: 


phosphate in the stable. It adds the 
phosphorus which manure lacks, 
makes manure a better balanced fer- 
tilizer, especially for corn and_ root 
crops. 

Several field experiments in which 
comparisons were made between or- 
dinary manure and super-manure fur- 
nished ample proof of the greater 
crop-producing properties of the man- 
ure which had been bolstered with 
phosphate in the stable; but it is only 
recently that tests of the relative 
feeding value of the produce have 
been undertaken. 

At the recent annual meetings of 
Quebec Fertilizer Board, the Mari- 
time Fertilizer Council and the On- 
tario Fertilizer Board, held respect- 
ively in Montreal, Que., Truro, N.S., 
and Guelph, Ont., the practice of us- 
ing granular phosphate in _ stables 
and pens was discussed and _ unani- 
mously endorsed. During a discussion 
of the subject in the general meeting 
of the Ontario Fertilizer Board, W. B. 
George, chief of the department of 
chemistry and agronomy, Kemptville 
Agrioultural School, quoted results, 
including analytical data, from two 
experiments carried out under his 
supervision in Dundas and Lanark 
counties during the past seagon. 

The trials were made with silage 
corn. In both cases the yield from 
ordinary manure was only slightly in

Not only was there a greater ton- 
nage of ‘corn from the phosphated 
manure but the feeding quality of the 
silage was increased notably. by the 
higher proportions of protein and 
minerals, revealed by the chemical 
analyses. The increases in percent- 
ages of crude protein, calcium and 
phosphorus were greater in the corn 
silage produced with the higher 
phosphated manure, and the average 
results from the two _ experiments 
showed 7.7% more crude protein, 
7.74%, more caicium and 20.3% more 
phosphorus in the silage corn with 
phosphated manure, as compared 
with the product grown with ordin- 
ary manure. 

A desire to get at the root of the 
matter and know the whole story 
prompted Mr. George to undertake 
these exhaustivé experiments which, 
with his characteristic thoroughness 
and regard for detail, he has brought 
to a_ successful conclusion, proving 
his point that quality of produce is a 
factor which may be no less import- 
ant than yield. In this instance he 
has determined the comparative feed- 
ing values by a measure or standard 
that cannot be disputed. 


THE ELECTRIC FENCES 


The introduction of the electric 
fence into Canada has been received 
with much interest and it is gradual- 
ly becoming more widely adopted for 
fencing pastures, states H. J. Kemp, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Sask. This type of 
fence has many advantages, but at 
the same time caution is necessary in 
establishing the equipment. ‘Research 
and further investigation will, no 
doubt, improve the safety features, its 
efficlency and general range of use- 
fulness. 

The advantages of an electric fence 
are briefly enumerated. as follows: 

1. Reduces the cost of erecting 
temporary fences. 

2. Reduces expenditures for wire, 
posts and gates. 

3. Reduces injury to live stock. 

4. Especially adapted to winding 
coulees or temporary pasture areas 
otherwise impractical to fence. 

5. Enables the use of untillable 
land in fields that otherwise might 
be wasted. 

Three types of electric fence con- 
trols are in use. Two employ direct 
current of either six volts or 32 volts. 
The third uses alternating current of 
110 volts. Regulations do not always 
permit connecting the aiternating 
current electric fence controls to com- 
mercial or rural light and power 
lines. The six volt direct current 


battery type is considered the safest | 


device to use. 

Direct electric current of six volts 
may be supplied to the battery oper 
ated types by either four dry cells, a 
hot shot battery or a wet storage 
battery. The fence control equipment 
increases the pressure of the current 
from six volts to a range of from 
350 to 30,000 volts. This high volt- 
age is delivered to the fence wire at 
a very low volume of from 10 to 15 
milliamperes at regular intervals of 
The in- 
termittent application of electric 
current conserves the battery current. 
This intermittent current, together 
with the very low amperage, are ex- 
cellent provisions for safety. High 
voltages applied at amperages higher 
than 15 to 20 milliamperes are re- 
garded as dangerous to both humans 
and animals and competent advice is 
recommended where any doubt exists. 

Some makes of electric fence con- 
trols include means to increase or de- 
crease the voltages to suit wet or dry 
soil conditions, a meter for testing 
the battery, and means to indicate 
short circuit in the fence line, a light- 
ning arrester and a condenser to re- 
duce radio interference. 

As a rule, one or two wires are 
used for the electric fence to carry 
the electric current. One wire is suf- 
ficient for horses and cattle. Two 
wires are considered preferable for 
pigs and sheep. Barbed wire is more 
suitable than smooth wire although 
the latter can be used where barbed 
wire is especially objectionable. The 
wire can be supported by porcelain 
insulators on ?’’x2” stakes set in the 
ground 30 to 40 feet apart. 

Animals as a rule need a little 
training to keep them away from the 
charged fence. ‘Observations at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Swift Current show that they learn 
surprisingly quickly and keep away 
from the fence for long periods even 
when such a fence is not charged. A 
18-plate wet battery was used and the 
electric fence was operated through- 
out the summer months for pasturing 
cattle. The cattle were well con- 
trolled, no harm was done to either

“My farm is in an area where good 
rainfall is none too sure, and now and 
again we have 4 crop failure because 
of drought. 


viding irrigation. If I could only find 
some way of growing each year suf- 
ficient grain for seed and feed, I be- 
lieve I could get along.” 

This is a statement which I have 
frequently heard from farmers during 
the recent drought years; but there} 
is a plan which I have often suggest- 
ed for use in drought areas that I 
have tried myself, and which works 
well. 

I recommend a certain number of 
acres each year to be double summer- 
fallowed: This means that the field 
set aside will be kept in summerfal- 
low, or black, without producing a 
crop, for two years instead of the one 
year usual for summerfallow. In 
this way two whole years of rainfall 
will be accumulated, and under the 
worst conditions of drought I have 
found that a fair'and usually a good 
crop is harvested. 

The loss of a few acres for one year 
is a splendid insurance for the seed 
and feed supply that so many farm- 
ers are worried about. 

Following factors have tended to

There are other resources at our 
command. Every medical man knows 
what can be accomplished by the pro- 
per sort of bath.

You are not| 
permitted water of genial warmth nor 
a vigorous rubdown. Your tub must 
be of such tepid temperature that 
you emerge almost shivering. You 
must pat ourself dry. After this you 
will find yourself aNittle damp and 
chilly. 

You make a beeline for bed and 
put your light out, thoroughly hat- 
ing yourself. Presently the chilliness 
begins to abate and a mild, genial 
warmth takes its place. As you be- 
come more and more’ comfortable 
there follows a blissful period of 15 
or 20 minutes during which, if you 
put the brakes on your racing mind, 
you have a very good chance of fall- 
ing asleep. 

To utilize the same principle when 
you awake in the night and fail to 
drop off to sleep again, try this: 
Throw back the bedclothes and re- 
main uncovered until you have _ be- 
come uncomfortably chilly. Then 
cover up again and see if sleep does 
not come to you almost at once as 
you get -warm. 

Another resource to invoke is read- 


ing in bed. But you must have pro-!. 


per pillows—not mere bed pillows but 
hair-stuffed cushions that offer a firm 
support and hold the trunk comfort- 
ably upright to make reading easy on 
the eyes. When reading for the pur- 
pose of inducing sleep, the writer 
recommends non-fiction rather than 
fiction. Hard books are better than 
easy ones. 

This use of books is to force the 
brain upon the horns of a dilemma.
